DISGRUNTLED P1ACE-HUNTBRS. 


At the las t Presidential election every 


self-respecting citizens of Nevada, in 
view of the attitude of the Republican 
national convention upon the financial 
question, felt it to be a duty which he 
awed to himself and State, to support 
tbe part which favored fre6 coinage and 
opposed trusts. It seemed for a time 
is if everybody in the State, except n 
few sheep owners, intended to support 
Bryan for President. At this junction 
» few self-constituted leaders, who had 
their eyes on the public crib, decided 
to maintain the Republican organiza- 
tion, to do which they would have to 
stultify themselies and proclaim to 
the people that for years they had been 
trying to deceive them. The desire for 
Federal pap, on which some of them 
had been accustomed to feed, overcame 
all other considerations and they re- 
soKed Lto announce that they were op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 or at all. Then they 
apportioned the several Federal offices 
among themselves and decided to use 
tbe subordinate positions to make con- 
certs to the gold cause. Every position 
was promised twenty times over to 
nen who for office, were willing to sup- 
port the gold ticket regardless of con- 
sequences to the commonwealth. 


Well, McKinley, through the conni- 


vance of Hanna and tbe assistance of 
the trusts, was elected, and the scram- 
ble for positions began. 
It was found 


that a dozen or more had been prom- 
ised each particular place, and. that the 
leaders, who had been deceiving the 
public by pretending to be for silver, 
had played the same game with each 
other and with all who placed any con- 
fidence in their professions. 
A fight 


was inaugurated within the ranks and 
it ia being waged with bitterneis. Each 
of! the dozen applicants for every Presi- 
dential office is warring with the others 
and they are having a regular Kilkenny 
oat time of it. Wounds have been in- 
flicted which it will take years to heal, 
and if what each applicant for a stall at 
the public crib says of others is true, 
none of them are safe to be trusted in 
any office where there is the least op 
portunity to steal the public funds. 


To add to the discomfiture of this 


pie-counter contingent, the President 
has promulgated important amend 
ments to the civil service rules. 
He 


announces that no removal shall be 
made from any position subject to com- 
petitive examination, except for just 
cause and upon written charges, of 
which the accused shall have full no- 
ticft and opportunity to make defense. 
He also includes in the classified ser- 
vice all custom house employes, with- 
out regard to the number. 


This is going farther than Cleveland 


aver ventured, and it only increases 
the bitterness already existing between 
the men who became goldbugs for offlco 
anly. To make matters worse for them, 
our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress are not demanding any re- 
movals from Federal positionp, and it 
Is not probable that any will be made 
until the terms of the .present incum- 
bents 'expire and, perhaps, not then, as 
the men now in office are performing 
their duties honestly and efficiently. 


What aa unenviable position these 


Nevada goldbugs occupy I They re- 
nounced the principles which they had 
promulgated in their platforms for 
years, publicly proclaimed themselves 
untrustworthy and unreliable, and de- 
clared in July that the platform which 
they promulgated three months pre- 
viously was given out for deceptive pur- 
poses. Now tbatthey do not receive the 
price of their treachery; they have lost 
the confidence of the people, and npon 
their own admissions are unworthy tbe 
support of any honest man for any 
office of profit or trust in the State or 
National governments.

Pittabarg to learn the result of the 
meetings of the- miners of tbe New 
York & Cleveland Gas Company, the 
camping strikers were a disappointed 
lot of men, as they expected an exodus 
from tbe several mines near by, but it 
did not occur. Up to daylight the 
strikers believed they had won, but it 
was soon learned that 200 miners had 
gone into the mines and shipments 
would continue. The organizers will 
make an effort to close the mines in 
West Virginia on Saturday and Sun- 
day. Bogga' Run miners went back to 
work yesterday and 500 striking miners 
will follow their example. 


John F. Ryan and John Graves, who 


lured Lawyer Bnrt S. Clark of Brook- 
lyn to a flat in thia city on July 16th 
and then robbed him and tried to force 
acid down his throat, were sentenced 
to eighteen years imprisonment at 
hard labor in Sing Sing yesterday. 
Both pleaded guilty. 
Graves is from 


Salt Lake City, where he is accused of 
complicity in the theft of $4,000 from a 
bank. 


N. J. Griffith, a counterfeiter, who 


has been operating throughout the 
northern part of the State of Califor- 
nia for several month.0, was captured at 
Ohico on Thursday night. A complete 
counterfeiter's outfit was found in his 
possession, also some bogus coins. He 
IB a very desperate criminal and ie 
being closely watched. 


THE courts are now being used by 


the coal trust to prevent free speech in 
parts of Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia. The rppresentativea of the min- 
ers have been restrained by injunction 
from exercising the right to address 
the public on matters pertaining, to the 
strike. 
If suppressing free speech by 


injunction is tolerated, Bryan and 
others who are opposed to the trusts, 
will shortly be silenced.

Perched on one of the highest hille of the 


town of Howard, midway between the Til- 
lages of Howard and Tpwlesville, stands th» 
lubstantial farmhouse of William McAdamB,!
